THE ALASKA HIGHWAY 
and the 
ALASKA FERRY SYSTEM 


The Alaska Highway is 
America’s last major adven- 
ture road, stretching 1,529 
miles from Dawson Creek, B.C. 
to Fairbanks, Alaska. It’s 
gravel-surfaced in Canada and 
paved in Alaska, with great 
scenery and fishing all along 
the way. By taking the Alaska 
ferry in one direction, motor- 
ists can cut 624 driving miles 
off their round trip. Three state 
ferries travel between Prince 
Rupert, B.C. and Skagway, 
Alaska through the beautiful 
“Inside Passage,” stopping 
daily at Ketchikan, Wrangell, 
Petersburg, Juneau, Sitka and 
Haines, where a highway leads 
to the State’s interior. In south- 
central Alaska, two additional 
ferry routes provide “Marine 
Highway” connections be- 
tween scenic, historic points 
otherwise accessible only by 
air. The small ferry M/V Chil- 
kat sails between Cordova and 
Valdez and the new, larger 
ferryliner M/V Tustumena 
connects Kodiak with the 
Alaska mainland.

FISHING Alaska is a 
sportman’s dream come true! 
The fishing at the top of the 
world is out of this world! 
You can enjoy the freedom 
of the great outdoors while 
trying your luck in the swift- 
running mountain streams 
and in the clear northern 
lakes. The waters of south- 
eastern Alaska are famed for 
the size and quantity of their 
fish. Innumerable inland 
lakes and quiet fjords run 
thick with fighting King 
Salmon, Rainbows, Steel- 
heads, Cutthroats and Dolly 
Vardens. The large swift

There 
are many fishing camps with 
comfortable quarters and 
guides available, or, if you 


prefer, you may strike out 
on your own, and camp is 
where you pitch a tent. 

HUNTING The wild 
game hunting in this vast, 
untamed land is indescrib- 
ably challenging to the hunt- 
er with a yearning to capture 
record trophies. The interior 
forests are swarming with 
black, brown and grizzly 
bear, moose, caribou and 
other game. On Kodiak 
Island, off the coast of south- 
ern Alaska, one may hunt 
the giant Kodiak brown bear, 
one of the world’s most 


prized trophies. The Dall 
Sheep inhabit the higher 
peaks of most of the Alaska 
mountain ranges, and moun- 
tain goat can be found in 
the Alaska Range and other 
areas. Deer can be hunted in 
many areas, and northern 
hunters may bag caribou. 
The more adventurous may 
test their skill against many 
other varieties such as buffa- 
lo, giant polar bear, walrus, 
seal or even whale. What- 
ever your choice in some of 
the world’s most exciting big 
game hunting, Alaska has it.

There are many varieties of 
Alaskan birds to challenge 
the skill of the hunter, in- 
cluding Ptarmigan, Grouse, 
and many species of water- 
fowl. Experienced guides are 
never scarce, and the primi- 
tive villagers are always 
willing to offer help to those 
in need of assistance. Bush 
pilots are available to fly the 
sportsman to almost any vir- 
gin area of this great land. 
March through November 
is generally considered the 
open season for most fish 
and game.

Four major 
airlines offer daily flights to 
the 49th state, and four 
international carriers link 
Alaska with Europe and the © 
Orient. Four major steam-_ 
ship companies provide lux- 
urious passenger cruises. 
And the state’s large, mod- 
ern ferries carry cars and 
passengers from Prince Ru- 
pert, B. C. to Skagway, stop- 
ping at southeastern Alaskan 
towns enroute. Within 
Alaska, two railroads serve 
major Cities, and six airlines 
fly intra-state routes. In ad- 
dition, bush pilots will fly — 
visitors anywhere in charter 
planes. Good bus service 
covers many points, and 


rent-a-car companies are lo- 
cated in major towns. 
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TOURS Transportation companies serving 
Alaska, travel agencies, and independent tour op- 
erators all offer excellent all-expense and organized 
tours covering any portions or practically all Alaska, 
whichever you choose. Local sightseeing buses are 
located in major cities.
